Ickes, committee 
chairman. 
It 
was prepared by the water re- 
sources subclmmittee, headed by 
Abel Wolman, 
chief 
Maryland 


health officer. 
The projects arc classified into 
three groups: , 
Group A—Projects 
which 
arc 
ready for construction - or study 
and which should bo undertaken 
as soon as possible. 


Group B—Projects which, while 
desirable for immediate construt- 
lon or study, face various obsta- 
cles and must follow those in the 
first classification. 
Group C—Projects should follow 
Group B m sequence of construct- 
ion or whose Fpeclfiq priority in 
the program is as yet undetermin- 
ed. 


Texas projects in the first group 
' amount to $41,356,000, in the sec- 
cnd group, $55,862,000, and in the 
third. S167.lfiS.ODft, 
Ten Olivers I.lstcd.' 
The ten rivera are the Cana- 
dian, the Upper Red. the Lower 
Red, 
Brazos, 
Colorado, 
Trinity, 
Lower Rio Grande-Pecos, Nueces, 
Sablne and Guadalupe. 
The Brazos and Colorado rivers 
nro considered together 
because 
their drainage 
basin 
of 83,000 


square miles lies in a district 600 
miles long and 200 miles 
wide.

bodies of Colorado pioneers

history will bo moved to make 
way for a water pipe line. 


The cemetery, now enclosed bj 


a rickety fence, is Denver's ear- 
liest Catholic burial ground.

fit probably would make 
two or three of this year's 
swim suits.

How it often weighs ounces. 


Aside 
from 
controlling 


the styles, which it could 
hardly manage, how can tho 
textile conference solve the 
problem of increasing tho 
per capita consumption of 
its goods?

Prof. S. F. Trelease of Co- 
lumbia University finds that 
tobacco plants

part of copper sulphate in 
500,000,000 parts of water, 
and one part of boric acid,

zinc sulphate in 20,000,000 
parts 
of 
water.* Without 


these tidbits they sicken and 
die. With them, they flour- 
ish. 


If you know just 
what 


tonics to give a plant, you 
an grow it without soil. 
All you need is something 
to protect the 
roots 
from 


light and to 
support 
the 


stalk. A botanist says that 
by 
planting 
potatoes in 


sand, or supporting them 
with chicken wire, and feed- 
ing them a proper chemical 
solution in water, he gets 
the 
equivalent 
of 
2,000 


bushels tj the acre. 


The 
Technocrats

been aware of this for sev- 
eral years, and used their 
knowledge during the de- 
pression to tantalize people 
with the prospects of plen- 
ty.

listed as housemaids, who

procedure! if fairly admin- 
istered, for either women 
or men 
The WPA. was 


originally regarded 
as a 


stop-gup affair to get peo- 
ple through the depression.

however, there would be no 
excuse for carrying on its 
payroll people employable 
in private enterprise.
